It is known that at least eight lives 
were lost, and the dead may number 
thirteen. Several persons are reported 
missing. At a late hour to-night small 
craft of every description are scquring 
the waters off the. bars of Anglesea Inlet 
in a desperate effort to rescue any sur- 
vivors who may be tossing about on the 
wreckage. 

There were thirty-two persons on the

MURDER OF BRIDEGROOM 


FOR INSULT TO A BRIDE 


Adams Thought Schmitzlers Sent 
Objectionable Postal Card. 


FAMILY FEUD OVER MARRIAGE 


Adams Burst In on Schmitziers in 


Their Queens Home, Revolver in 
Hand—Pursued the Killed One. 


The sending of an objectionable postal 
card on Saturday to Mrs. Joseph L. 
Adams, a bride of three weeks, was the 
cause of the killing of Henry Schmitzler 
by her husband Saturday night at 
Schmitzler’s home, University Place and 
Grant Avenue, Chester Park, Queens. 

For some time there has been enmity 
between Adams and the Schmitzlers, who 
are Mrs, Adams's cousins. When the 
bride received the objectionable card, 
which contained reflections on her char- 
acter, her husband accused the Schmitz- 
lers of sending it. 

Taking his revolver, he went to the 
Schmitzler home about 39:30 o'clock on 
Saturday night, and, peeping through 
the blinds of the sitting room window at 
the side of the house, he saw sitting 
around a table Mrs, Schmitzler, her two 
sons, two daughters, and a couple of 
friends. After listening to their con- 
versation for a few minutes Adams pulled 
open the blinds, and, thrusting his re- 
volver through the window, he shouted: 
‘“‘Now I've got you all!” 

George Schmitzler, a brother of the 
young man who was killed, shielding 
himself with a chair, rushed at Adams. 
Adams did not fire, but ran into the 
street. The whole Schmitzler family ran 
out of the house after him. On the 
sidewalk Adams turned and fired three 
shots. Twvu entered the top of the plaz- 
za in front of the house, and the third 
struck Henry Schmitzler just over the 
heart. Henry was running after Adams, 
just behind his brother, George. 

When Henry fell to the sidewalk the 
chase was discontinued. He was carried 
into the house, and word wag sent to 
St. Mary's Hospital at Jamaica. The 
young man was dead when Dr. McNevin 
arrived. Schmitzler was 28 years of age 
and was a bookbinder by occupation. He 
was married June 16 to Miss Margaret 
Wegman, whose family lives on Eighty- 
fifth Street, near Avenue A, in this city.

PACIFIC EXPRESS 
PLUNGES INTO RIVER 


Forty-five Hurt When Train 
Leaves N. Y. Central Tracks. 


ENGINE AND 1 CAR SUBMERGED 


Engineer and Fireman Killed — 
Physicians Hurried to the 
Scene—Cars Afire.

POUGHKEEPSIE, Monday, July 30— 


Running into a landslide which covered 
the tracks of the New York Central & 
Hudson River Railroad at New Ham- 
burg, the 
Pacifico Express was thrown from itd 
tracks at 11:45 o’clock last night and ran 
across the southbound rails. The en- 
gine and baggage car plunged into -the 
Hudson River. 

The 12 other cars which made up 4he 
remainder of the train did not follow the 
engine and baggage car into the river, 
but were piled up in a bad wreok, which 
caught fire and was blazing at 2 o'clock 
this morning.

LIKE THE GARRISONS WRECK. 


In That Crash in 1897 Nineteen Lives 


Were Lost. 
The last serious wreck of this kind on 
{the New York Central occurred early on 
the morning of Oct. 24, 1897, when the 
State express plunged into the river a 
mile south of Garrisons. On that occa- 
sion nineteen lives were lost and many 
persons were injured. A big slice of the 
| roadbed slid into the river carrying with 
it the engine and tender and a combina- 
tion baggage car and smoker, together 
; with a Wagner car. All of these disap- 
peared beneath the water. 

The train was on its way from Buffalo, 
and was made up of nine cars and the 
engine. When the crash came the en- 
gine, the baggage car, the combination 
car, and the first three sleeping cars, 
half submerged, slowly sank. Back on 
the tracks the other cars remained caught 
| by a spread of twisted rails and held on 
the brink of the chasm. 

From the cars the shrieks of the in- 
jured passengers could be heard for half 
a mile. One of the porters ran for as- 
sistance shouting for a boat, declaring 
that his train was in the river. A tug- 
boat hurried to the scene, and its crew 
chopped through the roof of one of the 
cars and rescued many of the passen- 
gers in this way. wera 
drowned.

Simultaneously, and with his watstcoat 
still about his arms, the policeman sank 
The crowd on the bank cheered his act 
in diving for the drowning boy. But it 
was not a dive at all. The boy had seized 
his legs and dragged him down. Instead 
of reappearing with the lad in his arms, 
the policeman remained below the surface 
splashing in circles where both had dis- 
appeared. Then after a while the water 
settled into quiet. The crowd waited 
breathlessly for several minutes. Then a 
cry went up that both had gone to the 
bottom.

BIG AMERICAN PEARLS. |8 HURT IN TRAIN CRASH |DUMA MEMBE 


Dealers Here Hurry West on Hearing 
of Gems Worth $5,000 to $15,000, 


A rush of wholesale pearl merchants 
from New York to the Wabash, Wiscon- 
sin, and other Western rivers has taken 
Place in the last few days, so that all of 
the prominent firms are now represented 
by one or more members or agents, The 
cause is ascribed to a recent increase in 
the number of gems that are being found 
in the mussel beds and to the discovery 
of several unusually fine specimens. 

The most valuable American pearl 
brought to New York this season, a round 
white gem weighing 68 grains, was bought 
several days ago by Maurice Brower of 
12 John Street, and it is said to be held 
now at $15,000, although it was sold by 
the original finder for 75 cents. The 
pearl came in a shell the size of a silver 
dollar which was taken out of the Missis- 
sippi River on the Wisconsin bank. 

Another pearl offered for $5,000 in the 
Maiden Lane district last week by I. E. 
Anthony of Comanche, Iowa, is a 90- 
grain pear-shaped gem of a pink color. 

Other tinted beauties of various sizes 
up to 100 grains nave also arrived from 
Vincennes, Ind.; Prairie du Chien, Wis., 
and other centres of pearl-hunting activ- 
ity. But the New York buyers, after 
seeing the early discoveries, set out for 
the rivers in order to buy on the ground, 
as otherwise the prices multiply many 
times on the way from the man who first 
sees the pearl to the buyer in this city. 

Mr. Brower before going West said that 
he intended to buy pearls to the value of 
$200,000 for the markets In this city and 
in Paris. The high water in Western 
rivers in the first part of the season in- 
terfered with pearl fishing, but now the 
fishermen are having an unusually suc- 
cessful season. An Increased demand 


from manufacturers of buttons and novel- 
tiles for the mussel shells has helped the 
gem part of the industry by attracting a 
much larger number of fishermen. ‘The 
search for pearls is not profitable except 
when the shells are sold to advantage. 

The greater number of gems found in 
the present season, according to this mer- 
chant, have come from the Wabash River, 
within 200 miles of Vincennes, but New 
York is also receiving supplies from the 
Mississippi, Wisconsin, Ohio, and some 
other rivers. 


BOAT CAPSIZES IN BAY. 


Owner Injured and Four Others Are 
Thrown Into the Water.

Arrest of Both Crews Follows 
Rear-End Collision. 


NEGLIGENCE, SAY POLICE 


Guard Sent to Signal Train Behind 
When It Was Too Late—Pae- 
sengers in Panic. 


In a rear-end collision between two 
trains on the Brighton Beach Division of 
the Kings County Elevated Railroad a 
little before noon yesterday eight persons 
were injured, three of them so seriously 
that they had to be taken to hospitals. 

When the trains came together the pas- 
sengers were thrown Into a panic, and 
there was a general scramble among them 
to get out of the cars. Although the col- 
lision ocourred where there is a slight 
curve in the track, there did not seem to 
be any reason why it could not have been 
avoided had ordinary care been exercised. 
Acting on this belief the police of the 
Flatbush Station later arrested the crews 
of both trains on a charge of negligence. 

The scene of the accident was the cut 
running parallel with Parkside Avenue, a 
short distance above the Woodruff Ave- 
nue station of the road. A train of five 
cars, filled with passengers and bound 
for Brighton Beach, in charge of Motor- 
man Henry Weaver of 449 Pitkin Avenue, 
was held up in the cut while a broken 
wire ahead was being repaired. Closely 
following was a train on its way to Man- 
hattan Beach, in charge of Motorman 
Arlington Chichester of 556 Linwood 
Street. 

When the Brighton Beach train became 
stalled, B. Grubman, a guard, living at 
155 East Fourth Street, went to the rear 
platform to signal the train following. 
Just as he reached the platform the Man- 
hattan Beach train crashed into the for- 
ward train. Grubman was pinned against 
the door and badly injured. The force of 
the collision threw many of the passen- 
gers on both trains from their seats and 
there was great excitement in all the cars. 
Men and women scrambled down to the 
roadway and made their way to the 
Woodruff Avenue Station. Others climbed 
up the embankment and continued their 
journey on trolley cars. 

Word was sent to the Flatbush Station, 
and Capt. Reynolds hurried to the scene 
with the reserves, men also being sent 
from the Parkville Station. Four ambu- 
lances were summoned from the Seney, 
Norwegian, and Kings County Hospitals.

MUTINEERS SHOT DOWN, 


Machine Guns End Outbreak of 
Sevski Regiment at Poltava. 


POLTAVA, Russia, July 20.—A grave 
outbreak occurred yesterday in the Sevski 
Regiment, following the arrest of a pri- 
vate of the First Battalion, who was dis- 
covered with some other soldiers in a 
shed where the revolutionists are in the 
habit of holding meetings. 

After the arrest the entire First Batta- 
lion, accompanied by a large crowd, 
paraded the streets in defiance of the 
military authorities. The soldiers pro- | 
ceeded to the artillery barracks, where 
they selzed several guns and marched 
with them to the prison where political 
prisoners are confined. 

Af this stage all the remainder of the 
Poltava garrison was called out. The 
loyal troops fired on the mutineers with 
machine guns as they were engaged in 
breaking down the gate of the prison. 
Several men were killed and wounded. 
The outbreak was not suppressed until 2 
o’clock this morning. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 29.—No news 
of the formidable revolt at Poltava, which 
was first predicted in revolutionary 
manifestos in Southern Russia, will 
reach the Russian public through the 
press to-morrow. Dispatches of the oc- 
currence have been suppressed here, and 
only scanty details are obtained by the 
foreign press correspondents through the 
regular telegraphic channels. 

The revolutionists here, however, who 
are almost as promptly and fully in- 
formed as the Government, declare the 
trouble to be far from over. An of- 
ficial dispatch gives credit to the state- 
ment that machine gun detachments and 
Cossacks are being used to suppress the 
mutinous battalion. 


SEVASTOPOL, July 29.—A naval court- 
martial to-day passed sentences upon the 
seamen who were arrested for complicity 
in the mutiny of the Black Sea fleet of 
November, 1905. Four men were con- 
demned to death, one to life servitude, 
thirty-two to varying terms of penal 
servitude, and fifty to imprisonment. Six 
were acquitted. 

A man named Samenkoff, who was 
charged with complicity in the attempt 
with a bomb upon the life of Gen. Nep- 
lueff at Sevastopol May 27th, escaped 
from jail to-day. He was assisted by a 
volunteer, who disappeared. 


TOWN OF SHUSHA BOMBARDED. 


Set on Fire After Being Shelled by 
Troops for Three Days. 


TIFLIS, July 29.—Advices received here 
from the Armenian town of Shusha, 180 
miles to the southzast, announced a re- 
newal of hostilities between Armenians 
and Tartars there. Shusha was bombard- 
ed for three days with twenty-one guns, 
and finally set afire. 

To-day the Viceroy received a telegram 
stating that the hostilities had ceased 
and that five representatives of each race 
had been selected to draw up conditions 
to insure a lasting peace in the district. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 20.—The out- 
break at Shusha, tn the Caucasus, is not 
due to revolutionary causes, but to the

He hurried from the 
church, followed by most of the members 
ot the congregation. A bucket brigade 
was formed, and as soon as the flames 
had been extinguished the bodies of his 
family were found. 
A neighboring farmer had seen the 
negro run toward the hills, and a posse 
wag soon in pursuit of him. The woods in 
the neighborhood are being searched by 
the farmers to-night, and if the negro is 
caught he will certainly be lynched.

CHANCE IN RATE BILL 
FOR RAILROAD TRICKS 


Uniess Schedules Are Watched) 
Lines Will Gain Over Rivals. 


RATE CUTTING A MENACE 


Thirty Days’ Notice Clause Affords 
Roads an Opportunity to Take Ad- 
vantage of Competing Companies. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 29.—In inviting 
representatives of the railroads to meet 
for a discussion of the provisions of the 
new rate law, the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission is at the same time helping 
the railroads and itself. It is no secret 
that there are features of the new law as! 
puzzling to the men who are charged 
with its enforcement as to the railroad 
men, and just what will happen when the 
law goes into effect no one seems able to 
say. The recent ephemeral grain war in 
the West furnishes an illustration. 

It is assumed by most persons on a 
casual reading of the new law that its 
provision requiring thirty days’ notice 
to the commission and the public before 
any change in an established rate can 
be made, except under extraordinary con- 
ditions, will effectually prevent rate cut- 
ting after it goes into effect. It is point- 
ed out, however, that unless there is de- 


veloped in the commission an ability to] §@ 


Watch railroad schedules and interpret | 


their meaning, which has not been found 
in the commission heretofore, there will 
be no difficulty on the part of any rail- 
road in getting a temporary advantage 
over rivals at any time. 

Heretofore thousands of tariff sheets 
have been filed with the commission every 
year. It is not expected that the mere 
having to file them thirty days In advance 
will make any serious reduction in the 
mumber of such sheets filed hereafter. 
Heretofore no attention has been paid to 
them by the commission. They have been 
stacked away and kept as a part of the 
necessary rubbish of the office. There 
has not been a man in the commission 
who was sufficiently expert in the rail- 
road business to unravel from the in- 
tricate tariffs just what they meant. 

As a result the Standard Oil Company 
Was able to build up a system of open dis- 
crimination all: over the country which 
brought it in hundreds of thousands of 
dollars every year and practically gave it 
a legal monopoly of certain markets. All 
the time the evidence was on file in the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission's of- 
fice, but nobody in the commission knew 
anything about it. Now it is predicted 
that just the same sort of thing will hap- 

under the new law. Unless there is a 

nge in the make-up of the commission 
and a practical railroad men is connected 
with it in some capacity, the railroads 
will find out after a few months that the 
filing of their schedules means no more 
to the public or to them than it has in|} 
the past. | 

When that time arrives the situation} 
will be ripe for a new trick in the rate- 
cutting way. It will be easy enough | 
then for a road to file its tariff, cut- 
ting, for instance, a grain rate, and es- 
cape the notice even of its rivals, unless 
they go to the trouble and expense of 
maintaining a bureau in Washington for 
the sole purpose of watching the sched- 
ules of their competitors. Once a road 
has succeeded in having its new tariff 
on file for ten or fifteen days. without 
attracting the attention of its competi- 
tors it has practically cornered all the} 
business for that period of time, because 
the other roais cannot meet its cut with- 
out thirty days’ notice, 

It would be in the power of the commis- 
sion, of course, to consider that an ex- 
traordinary occasion and permit the oth- 
er roads to reduce rates on short time, 
but no one has ever heard of the commis- 
sion’s doing anything off the bat in such 
fashion, and in the opinion of Washing- 
ton men who have been watching the 
work of the commission for years, the 
road which ¢g in its notice quietly will 
reap the benefit.

STONEWALL JACKSON WINDOW 


Erected In Negro Church by Contribu- 
tions from Negroes. 


ROANOKE, Va., July 29.—A memorial 
window of Gen. “Stonewall” Jackson 
was unveiled in the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church to-day. The congrega- 
tion is composed of negroes. The window 
was erected by the pastor, the Rev. L. L. 
Downing, the money for its purchase 
coming wholly from negroes. 

The exercises were largely attended by 
both races, the Confederate camps of 
Roanoke and Salem and the chapters of 
the Daughters of the Sntonerasy. There 
were addresses by white citizens of Roa- 
noke. 

Downing’s father and mother were 
members of a Sunday school class of 
negro slaves taught by Jackson at Lex- 
ington before the war, and to-day’s exer- 
cises marked the realization of an ambi- 
tion Downing has had since boyhood, to 
pay fitting tribute to the Confederate

in some fashion that readily transmits 
leprosy by the infected insect to man. 
Take Louisiana, for example, to-day, 
where leprosy is just entering upon this 
alarming stage in its history, the Culex 
sollicitans (a carrier of the bacilli, as I 
myself have determined) and the flea of 
the cat, dog, and hog, are especially prev- 
alent wherever there is a leprosy centre. 


This is true of every country where lep- | 


rosy is epidemic. 

Dr. Carrasquilla has cultivated 
bacilll of leprosy, taken from the mash 
of fleas of leper asylums, and has found 
that they respond to all the conduct cult- 
ures of leper ‘bacilli. These have been in- 
oculated on rabbits without sucagss. The 
cultures of the bacilli taken from the 
mash of mosquitos (but not yet of 
fleas) found in and about a leper asylum 
have been inoculated upon rats instead of 
rabbits, and have. produced a disease sup- 
posed to be leprosy in the rat.

Lem Dong, the Chinese giant, 6 feet 8 
inches in his stockings, the pride of Chi- 
natown for many years, died yesterday 
morning. His death did not come wholly 
as a surprise, for Lem Dong had wan- 
dered from the paths of his fathers. He 
joined the reform movement in Chinatown 
a few weeks ago, sacrificed his long 
cue, and put on American clothes.

In the Meantime They Hope the 
Widow Will Settle. 


IF SHE DOES—NO CONTEST 


$100,000 Each Is Named as a Sum 
Likely to be Acceptable to 
Extinguish Claims. 


The legatees under the will of Russell 
Sage, it was said yesterday, have changed 
their plang about immediately attacking 
the document. A lawyer who represents 
some of the heirs said that in all proba- 
bility the bequests of $25,000 each would 
be accepted and that the will would go to 

| probate without objection. 

Then, if no satisfactory settlement had 
been made in the meantime, they could 
take action in the Supreme Court to have 
the will set aside. They would have a 
year within which to bring such a suit. 

‘We have sixty days in which to file 
notice of contest of probate,’’ said this 
lawyer, “but we may not file it at all. 
We can wait until the will is probated, 
and then, afer each of the nephews and 
nieces gets the $25,000 under the will, an 
action can be brought to set it aside on 
the ground that at the time it was exe- 
cuted Mr. Sage was not mentally compe- 
| tent to make a will. 


Think Mrs. Sage WIil Settle. 

“We do not expect, however, that any 
legal action will be necessary, as we be- 
lieve that Mrs. Sage will pay to each of 
the nephews and nieces a sum sufficient 
to satisfy them. 

“My clients will walt until Sept. 21, the 
day set for the probate of the will, and 
if in the meantime a more liberal ar- 
rangement is made we shall not take any 
action. But if we do not get more than 
$25,000 we will sue in the Supreme Court 
| after the will has been admitted to pro- 
bate. 

‘We learned yesterday, on what we be- 
‘ein to be reliable authority, that the 
Sage fortune amounts to about $76,000,- 
| 000. The fees of the executors will be 1 
per cent. of that, or $760,000. The in- 
| heritance tax will be something like $605,- 
000, and the other expenses of adminis- 
tering the will bring the total amount to 
be deducted to about $2,000,000, leaving a 
}net estate of about $74,000,000. 

“That would leave about $73,000,000 for 
the widow. It is believed that she will 
give each of the Sage relatives $100,000 in 
addition to what they will receive under 
the will. That would satisfy them and 
would avert a contest. 


Would Have $70,000,000 Left. 


“Then she would still have about §$70,- 
000,000 to distribute in any way she 
wished to Uistribute it. Probably $50,- 
| 000, 000 of it will be given away before she 
| dies, and the remainder will be disposed 
of after her death by,will in any manner 
she wishes.’ 

A. Welles Stump, an attorney represent- 

| ing several nieces and nephews of Mr. 
| Sage, whose mother-in-law, Mrs. Geer, it 
was announced was one of those who} 
would contest the will, said yesterday that | 
it now looked as if there would be no will 
contest. At any rate Mrs. Geer would not 
contest the will at present, and would 
offer no objection to its going to probate, 
| Mr. ‘Stump said,

Sage estate, and, after getting them to

Spring wheat crop ever raised. Those 
who hold that the stock market 
“turned on crops” cannot tell you 
why, until two weeks ago, it was ut- 
terly insensible to brilliant crop pros- 
pects. Prices actually declined on the 
Government's June report, which 
showed that nothing short of a calam- 
ity could spoil the harvest. The only 
grain crop in which Wall Street takes 
a deep speculative interest now remain- 
ing to be saved is corn, and its pros- 
pects are all that could be desired. 
Surely, this year’s harvest will offset 
many unfavorable factors in the situa- 
tion, ultimately, but bankers and oth- 
ers who have been calling attention re- 
cently to that fact were strongly of the 
opinion three weeks ago that the size 
of the crops in itself was a thing to 
worry about, since the moving of them 
to market would entail enormous de- 
mands upon the money market and per- 
haps embarrass Wall Street. 


The present speculation on the bull 
side of the market is being financed 
with money obtained on call and for 
short periods of time; time. money over 
the end of the year is still scarce at 544 
to 6 per cent., and although there are 
bankers who venture to guess that the 
money market outlook has cleared 
and that a stringency can be avert- 
ed, it seems improbable that there will 
be any pronounced relaxation in time 
money rates for the longer periods so 
long as corporations continue privately 
to borrow money at 5% to 6 per cent.

Last week the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Company borrowed $5,000,- 
000 in Boston to anticipate the October 
payment on its issue of $100,000,000 
bonds. The St. Paul Company’s financ- 
ing has been postponed from time to 
time, and has now gone over indefi- 
nitely because, as most people believe, 
the bankers connected with the prop- 
erty think the time is not propitious 
for bringing out new securities. It is 
possible that the St. Paul, like'a great 
many other corporations, has borrowed 
money privately to carry on its Pacific 
Coast extension. There is more of this 
corporation borrowing than is generally 
supposed. Many bankers who are tem- 
porarily optimistic about the stock 
market, believing that prices may con- 
tinue to advance so long as money on 
call and for short periods remains 
cheap, are nevertheless very conserva- 
tive about the longer prospect, laying 
particular stress upon the enormous 
borrowing of corporations who need the 
money and cannot sell new securities. 
The new securities recently placed upon 
the market do not yield as much as the 
corporations themselves are paying for 
money. Ten months’ money on the 
finest kind of Stock Exchange collat- 
eral loaned last week at 544 per cent. 
When instittuions can employ their 
money on these terms without risk 
there is no inducement for them to em- 
ploy it in the stock market, where the 
average yield of the better class of se- 
curities is 4 to 444 per cent. 


Perhaps the most significant an- 
nouncement of last week concerned the 
sale of a new issue of New York City 
4 per cent. bonds at an average price a 
little under 101, as compared with an 
average price of 108 obtained for a 
similar issue only a few months before. 
This transaction served to advertise 
the condition of the investment market. 
It was made the basis of reflections 
upon the city’s credit, which are un- 
warranted, and »y others the low price 
obtained for the bonds was explained 
as the natural result of the rapid rate 
at which the city has been issuing 
bonds in the last few years. But when 
you come to think of it, other cities, 
other Governments, and corporations 
also have been issuing securities at a 
very rapid rate. Beginning with the 
borrowing operations of Russia and 
Japan, there has been an immense ab- 
sorption of capital. “ This phenome- 
non,” says one commentator, “ became 
especially noticeable a year ago, and, 
coinciding then with the immense ab- 
sorption of capital in this country, it 
goes far not only to explain the present 
scarcity of capital, but to indicate a 
| State of affairs which may be merely 
temporary. Until a change occurs, 
| however—elther through liquidation of 
|some of the present enormous commit- 
| ments of capital, or through the grad- 
|}ual accruing of a much larger supply— 
|;municipal Governments will have to 
| move cautiously.” 


Prices advanced throughout the 
| week. The Russian situation, even 
| when most acute in the early part of 
| the week, was simply ignored, and for 
| Several days Wall Street was distin- 
| guished for keeping the only bull mar- 
ket in the world. On Monday and 
Tuesday conditions at Paris, London, 
and St. Petersburg were almost pan- 
icky as a result of the severe decline in 
Russian securities, especially the new 
loan on which the next installment will 
be due Aug. 1, but the alarms abated 
about mid-week, and the foreign mar- 
kets all recovered. The rise in our 
market was led chiefly by the stocks in 
which it began in the preceding week, 
viz., Union Pacific, Southern Pacific, 
and St. Paul. On Thursday the St. 
Paul Directors met, declared the regu- 
lar devidend, and adjourned without 
making any announcement of the ex- 
pected financing which was to result 
in valuable “rights” to stockholders, 
and as it was in expectation of such 
“rights” that the stock had been ad- 
vancing, its rise was checked. On the 
same day there was very heavy profit- 
taking in Southern Pacific between 72 
and 78, from which the stock had not 
fully recovered at the close of the week. 
|Union Pacific continued its advance. 
|On Thursday the speculation began to 
broaden. The United States Steel 
shares were turned effectively to the 
bull side. Later Amalgamated Copper 
was put to the fore and the so-called 
specialties were brought into line for 
improvement. The advance has been 
inot only rapid but continuous; it has 
been accompanied by wild bull tips of 
every sort. It has been said that Wall 
Street is going through all the motions 
of having a bull market without any 
public.

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BRITISH COMMERCIAL WEEK. 


No Radical Change In Markets—Holl- 
days Reduce Production.

LONDON, July 80.—The financial 
supplement of The Times to-day says: 

“The general condition of the com- 
mercial markets did not undergo any 
radical change last week, but holidays 
in several manufacturing centres re- 
duced production. 

“Firmness was the prevailing feat- 
ure in finished products, but there was 
considerable irregularity in the tone of 
raw materials. 

“Russian wheat advanced. Other 
kinds were lower. Flour was dull, 
maize lower, and barley and oats were 
higher. 

“Raw cotton was dull, with a slightly 
easier tendency. Yarns were firm and 
spindles well employed. The cloth busi- 
mess was limited, but the Eastern mar- 
kets showed more interest. Although 
individual orders were small, East In- 
dia wools declined 5 to 10 per cent. 
Liverpool sales of other foreign wools 
were quiet. The native kinds were 
steady. Business in heavy woolens was 
good and the machinery well employed. 
Japan ordered light-weight worsteds. 

“Pig iron was in fair demand, with 
an advancing tendency. Hematite was 
quiet. Finished iron and steel prod- 
ucts generally were firm. Tin plates 
were weaker, with considerable im- 
ports into Swansea of plates previously 
shipped to Batoum. 

“Glasgow reported an order for a 
complete sugar plant for Japan. On the 
Clyde and northeast coast further ship- 
building orders were placed, but noth- 
ing new was reported from Barrow.” 


THE BERLIN BOERSE. 


Recovery in Russians Unexpected— 
Imperial Bank’s Position. 
LONDON Trmes—New YORK TIMES.

BERLIN, July 29.—Those who wit- 
nessed the great excitement on the Ber- 
lin Boerse last Monday and noted the 
heavy falls in all sorts of securities due 
to the dissolution of the Russian Duma 
had no expectation of the speedy and 
complete recovery that took place 
within forty-eight hours. 

This was due to a prompt and appa- 
rently eager demand for Russian secu- 
rities at the prevailing low figures by 
German capitalists, who profess to be- 
lieve that the Russian Government 
eventually will get the better of the 
revolutionary movement and establish 
order in the empire. It is said that 
those who thus bought largely of Rus- 
sian stocks last week believe they made 
excellent purchases. This view, how- 
ever, is not generally accepted. The 
prevailing opinion is that the Russian 
prospects are far from encouraging. 

No changes of importance have taken 
place of late in the money market. 
There is a continual reflux into the cof- 
fers of the Imperial Bank, with the re- 
sult that the Bank’s position has be- 
come stronger. There seems, however, 
to be no prospect of a reduction in the 
official rate of discount. The strain on 
the Bank is still considerable, and this 
circumstance, combined with the 
course of events in Russia, renders a 
reduction for the present inopportune 
in the judgment of the Bank authori- 
ties. 


PARIS BOURSE MOVEMENT. 


Despondency and Heavy Fall 

Prices Caused by Russian Crisis.

PARIS, July 29.—The Bourse last 
week concerned itself chiefly with Rus- 
sian securities. The dissolution of the 
Duma caused something like despond- 
ency in France, the effect of which was 
a heavy fall in all Russian stocks on 
Monday and Tuesday. Later a better 
feeling prevailed, and there was a dis- 
tinct recovery from the lowest prices 
of the week. 

All classes are more or less repre- 
sented among the holders of Russian 
stocks, but even if the more intelligent 
have now resolved to make a heavy 
sacrifice by realizing at any price ob- 
tainable the large majority of holders 
will hesitate to do so until payment of 
the coupon is suspended. 

Traders and manufacturers are al- 
ready directly affected. by the reduc- 
tion in their capital caused by the fall 
in Russian stock, of which they held 
heavy amounts. This stock is one of 
the approved securities upon which 
loans were made both by the Bank of 
France and private banks. 

French rentes carried themselves well 
last week in the pessimistic market 
and closed above the previous week’s 
figures. Spanish rails were strong. 
During the last days of the week Bank 
of France shares were offered on the 
prospect of easy money until Autumn. 
Other banking shares were firm. 

Copper stocks were firm under. the 
lead of Rio Tintos. Gold mining stocks 
showed strength and a much better 
tone. 


TOLD ROUND THE TICKER; 


EDWARD WASSERMAN, in anticipa- 
tion of his departure for Europe this 
week, has recently been in the market as 
a buyer of “ one-share lots.’’ One of his 
purchases was a single share of Great 
Northern. The buying, his friends say, 
does not mean that this is Mr. Wasser- 
man’s way of salting down the profits 
of his bull campaign in Reading.

CORPORATION SURPLUSES. 


Effort of an English Company to Es- 
tablish a Secret Reserve. 


The controversy between the Harriman 
interests and the minority stockholders 
of Wells, Fargo & Co., represented by W. 
C. Stokes & Co., in regard to the amount 
of the surplus of the Wells-Fargo Com- 
pany lends interest to a case which has 
been before the English courts, in which 
an injunction has been sought against 
the Birmingham Small Arms Company to 
prevent the Directors of the concern 


establishing and maintaining a secret re- 
serve or surplus account. The decision 
of the court in the matter has not yet 
reached this side, decision having been 
reserved by the Justice who heard the 
arguments in the matter. 

In this instance certain shareholders in 
the company have strenuously fought the 
efforts to place such a fund under the 
absolute control of the Directors. They 
have taken the ground that such action 
on the part of the Directors would render 
it impossible for the shareholders to gain 
accurate knowledge of the actual posi- 
tion of the company, and that it is against 
the interests of the stockholders to in- 
trust such a fund to the Directors with- 
out the necessity of their accounting to 
the stockholders for the sums turned into 
this special account. In the Wells-Fargo 
case the claim of the stockholders is that 
they have been unable to learn for thenr- 
selves whether or not the value of the 
assets of the company has been properly 
estimated. They believe, in fact, that 
the surplus upon a fair valuation of the 
assets would be considerably larger than 
that admitted by the management of the

Trade Views on the Future Outlook 
for the Market.

The Government report on Aug. 8 will 
compare with a condition of 83.8 per cent. 
last month and 74.9 per cent. last year 
and a ten years’ average condition of 
82.8 per cent. The decrease in the east- 
ern part of the belt is expected by a 
majority to be very large. The western 
part, it is thought, will make a good 
showing. 

A. O. BROWN & CO.—There are those 
who think that the condition which the 
August report of the Government will 
show cannot much exceed 80 per cent., 
which would be 2.8-per cent. below the 
average for ten years, and, what per- 
haps is more to the point, 11.6 per cent. 
under that of two years ago, when the 
crop was 18,650,000 bales. The conditions 
now are being compared by many with 
those of two years ago, as they assume 
that this season will produce a crop sec 
ond in size to none except that of 1904. 


Whatever the sige of the crop, a sharp 
upturn of prices is possible on a crop 
scare, as it was two years ago, when &@ 
rise of 2 cents or mofe occurred on the 
eve of the biggest crop in cotton history. 

T. A. McINTYRE & CO.—It is our opin- 
fon that sentiment is becoming too pegr- 
ish, and the trade is ng too much for 
granted from the présent crop situation 
and outlook, especially as we find about 
all the scattered weak long interest here 
niow liquidated with the ellmfnation of the 
August option, and almost every repre- 
sentative commission house and operator 
short to euch an extent that the g°g88 in- 
terest on that side is upward o 000 
bales. This latter view is based upon our 
own canvass of the specylative position.

With the exception of those districts, quite 
limited as compared with the to area 
of the cotton belt, the crop appears to be 
still in excellent condition, .with every 
promise of a large yield. 

As to consumption, signs are multiply- 
ing that we have passed the zenith of the 

resent cycle of prosperity, and we think 
he world will do well to maintain for an- 
other twelve months the same ratio of 
consumption as during the past twelve 
months, say 11,500,000 bales at the out- 


side.

so optimistic as recently, and _ the 
opinion is expressed from many sec- 
tions that the plant is ina _ condi- 
tion to be quite seriously affected by 
hot weather owing to a sappy stalk, but 
this will hardly become a factor while the 
weather remains as at present. The big 
reduction in the speculative long interest 
recently is reflected by the reactionary 
tendency of the market, which, however, 
is due to nothing more than the accept- 
ance of profits by scalping bears and the 
unwillingness of larger shorts to let the 
market up to a better selling basis. 

BAILY & MONTGOMERY. — Many 
Southcrn correspondents refer to the vast- 
ly improved appearance of the crop where 
rain has ceased, and Texas is sending the 
most glowing accounts of the prospoct 
there. These come from the greater por- 
tion of that State, and are doing more 
than anything else to prevent any sub- 
Stantial improvement in the market. Ina 
view of the issue of the bureau report 
on Friday it is not surprising that we 
should have a narrow market. The belief 
is that it will show a general condition 
of about 83 per cent. as against 84.6 last 
month, but we fear this will not be low 
enough to create bull enthusiasm. At the 
same time, regardless of what the figures 
may be, we prefer buying on breaks and 
selling on bulges until further crop prog- 
ress has been made. 

MARSHALL, SPADER & CO.—The 
price movement for the week in this 
market has been limited, though showing 
a downward tendency. Trading has been 
almost entirely professional, and the 
weakness in the market has been caused 
}by the very favorable weather reports 
and generally good crop conditions. 8 
has been particularly true of the seo 
west of the Mississippi. The action of the 
stock market, also, has not been without 
its effect. Another cause of the decline 
during the week has been the continued 
reports that the clique, working for an 
advance, were liquidating their holdings.

HAVE ROOSEVELT’S SYMPATHY 


And That Will Carry Something More, 
They Say—Dunn’s and Black's 
Attitude Serious Factors. 


Ever since the Platt-Odell coalition the 
leaders who train with Gov. Higgins 
have been assuring him that they can 
“lick that bunch out of their boots.” 
The Governor has heard these declara- 
tions with no little satisfaction. They 
have carried also the further statement 
that if the Governor wanted a renomina- 
tion they were confident they could get 
it for him. 

For a long time those closest to the 
Governor have feared that he might not 
seek a renomination because of the wear 
and tear a campaign would compel him 
to undergo. From the fact that the Gov- 
ernor now appears to be in excellent 
health they believe that the only thing 
which will prevent his renomination is 
their and his inability to obtain the hon- 
or. hey have decided, therefore, that 
it is ‘“‘up to” them, and have set to 
work to insure the election of only 
straight-out Higgins men as- delegates 
to the State convention, 

The confidence of the Higgins leaders 
is based partly on their belief that as 
between the Governor and the Pilatt- 
Odell people President Roosevelt will 
stand with the Governor, no matter what 
is said about non-interference at Oyster 
Bay. They also hold that the Higgins 
administration has becn a good one, that 
it has been notable in achievement, and 
that the Governor has succeeded in his 
campaign pledge that while his admin- 
istration might not be brilliant it would 
be at least honest. 

More than that, the Higgins leaders 
also believe that the Governor has played 
excellent politics in the last six months. 
They point to his approval of the Mort- 
gage Tax Repeal bill, so much desired 
by Republicans and Democrats alike in 
this city; his share in reform insurance 
legislation, his work in driving out the 
clique in the Assembly which so long 
treated New York City with indiffer- 
ence and even contempt, and the all- 
around good qualities of his administra- 
tion. 

Many who are devoted to the fortunes 
of the Governor believe that he is am- 
bitious to his. theory that he can 
be elected without the aid of the Na- 
tional ticket. Dyed-in-the-wool Higgins 
men are very tired of being told 
if their favorite had not been on the} 
Roosevelt-Fairbanks ticket in 1904 he 
would have been beaten. They are anx- 
ious for an opportunity to line up the 
record of the Higgins administration. 
The Higgins men believe that they have 
a decided advantage over the Platt-Odell 
combination; they have money with 
which to fight, and all of it is clean 
money.

Barnes and Aldridge can handle 
two of the largest up-State delegations 
in any way they like. State Secretary 
O'Brien can deliver half of Northern | 
New York with the help of Bank Supt. 
Kilburn of Franklin. Besides these war- 
riors, if the recent statement of Malby | 
of St. Lawrence that he was for Hig- | 
gins continues to stand as his last. ut- 
terance, the Higgins men can joyfully 
proclaim that the ablest ally Odell had in 
the Legislature since he retired as Gov- 
ernor is lost to him. 

Although Erie County, through the 
Warren influence, has been counted for 
Odell, the Higgins men say that Post- 
master Greiner of Buffalo, who belongs 
to the ‘‘ Federal crowd,’ is to be reck- 
ened with, and may find it good politics 
to help out Higgins, and they are not at 
all sure that Greiner could not swing Erle 
into their own column.

SAILOR’S HAND BLOWN OFF. 


Signal Cannon on President Under 
wood’s Yacht Accidentally Fired. 


While cleaning the signal cannon on the 
steam yacht Alice, owned by Frederick 
D. Underwood, President of the Erie Rail- 
road, ‘Samuel Christian, a sailor, 28 years 
old, had his right hand blown off, his 
left thumb shattered, and his whole body 
perforated with powder early yesterday 
morning. The yacht was anchored in the 
Hudson River off Eighty-fourth Street. 

Mr. Underwood and his family were 
asleep on the yacht at the time, but were 
awakened by the explosion. Mr. Under- 
wood rushed to the deck, to find several 
sailors bending over Christian, who was 
lying on the deck unconscious. They 
learned that he had accidentally pulled 
the string attached to the trigger of the 
gun while cleaning it, not knowing that 
it was loaded. 

The’ man had been standing directly in 
front of the cannon when the charge was 
fired, and received the full force of the 
explosion in his chest. His right hand 
was rubbing the muzzle of the cannon 
and the left grasping the other side of 
the opening. 

Mr. Underwood and his family were 
greatly shocked by the accident. Mr. Un- 
derwood at once directed that the sailor 
be rushed to shore, after his’ private 
physician ofthe yacht had bound up the 
sailor's wounds. Mr. Underwood went 
ashore himself tn a launch, to see that 
his orders were obeyed. 

Policeman Leonard of the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Station, who heard the ex- 
plosion, met the launch, and an ambu- 
lance was summoned from Roosevelt 
Hospital and Christian wae rushed to the 
hospital. Mr. Underwood accompanied 
him, and left directions that everything 
possible for Christian’s comfort should be 
afforded him.

HUMAN CHAIN SAVES LIVES. 


Fire—“ Bob the Bum” Rescued. 


Firemen of Engine Company No. 55 
saved the life of ‘“Bob the Bum” yester- 
day, and with hobolike indifference Sir 
Robert walked off afterward without even 
so much as a “ Thank ye.” 

Sir Robert was asleep in the bullding at 
198 Broome Street when fire was discov- 
ered in the basement. On the third floor 
a dozen men were working for Jacob Har- 
rison, a tailor, and the police let them 
down on ladders. Next door, at 196, a 
hundred men employed by a firm of 
clothing manufacturers were driven out 
panic-stricken. 

On the sixth floor of the burning build- 


jing Aaron Schmokler and Nathan Miller 
| were so hard at work that they didn’t ap- 
that} preciate their danger until it was too late 


to get down the stairs. Policemen Lowe 
and Mallon of the Hldridge Street Station 
formed a human chain from the fire es- 
cape next door, and Schmokler and Mil- 
ler slid to safety. 

Chief Croker arrived after the second 
alarm, and a few minutes later the blaze 
was extinguished. Then some of the fire- 
men discovered ‘‘ Bob the Bum.”’ He was 
lying, half smethered, on the fourth floor. 


A fireman dragged bim downstairs to the 
pavement, where he yawned, rubbed his 
eyes, and observed with genuine noncha- 
lance: 

** Wassmasser?" 


‘You've had a close shave,” said Chief 


‘‘Shave?"’ replied the hobo, running his 
hand over his face, bearing a growth of 
whiskers nearly a week old. ‘ Not fer 
mine. I ain't had a shave since las’ 
Choosdah."”" Then he yawned again and 
shuffled off. The firemen said they ad- 
mired his nerve.

FEDERATED UNION OUT 
FOR LABOR PARTY TICKET 


None but Union Men with Cards 
May Be Candidates. 


‘CONVENTION TO BE CALLED 


Socialists Denounce the New Move- 
ment as Spurious—Nearly a 
Fist Fight In Debate. 


After a hot debate lasting during the 
afternoon and well into the evening on 
two Sundays, the Central Federated 
Union yesterday adopted the platform 
prepared by the Executive Committee. 
This platform provides for the organiza- 
tion of trades union clubs in every As- 
sembly district and the calling of a con- 
vention of the clubs which is to be a 
general committee of the Independent 
Labor Party. 

The candidates, in accordance with the 
platform, must be nominated by the 
party and be men with union cards, but 
can be indorsed by any of the old par- 
ties. It also contains the anti-injunction, 
anti-child labor, elght-hour and other 
trades union features. 

One or two modifications’ bearing on 
the question of prison labor and injunc- 
tions submitted by President Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor, and a 
modification submitted by Ephraim Kauf- 
man of the clothing cutters will be sub- 
mitted to the Executive Committee, which 
will consider them between now and next 
Sunday. If they are adopted they will 
be an. addition to the platform. The 
amendment submitted by Kaufman pro- 
vides that none of the candidates must be 
indorsed by any other party. 

The Executive Committee in the mean- 
time will send printed copies of the plat- 
form to all the unions and call a conven- 
tion as soon as possible. 

The Socialists led the debate at yester- 
day’s meeting of the Central Federated 
Union, and were wildly applauded by a 
clacque on the seats at the rear of the 
hall. The anti-Socialists had their inn- 
ings later, and gave the Socialists some | 
hard raps. Twenty minutes were allowed 
for each spaaker, and nearly every one 
took up the entire twenty minutes. 

An attack was made on the platform by 
Rudolph Modest, a Socialist member of 
Cigarmakers' Union No. 90. 

“This platform is not independent poll- 
tics at all,” he said, ‘“‘and the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Gompers isn't inde- 
pendent politics. I see by the newspapers 
that Mr. Gompers is stumping against a 
Republican candidate in Maine in favor 
of a Democratic candidate. Do you call 
that independent politics? You will only 
get your candidates defeated if you adopt 
anything but the Socialist ticket.” 

Modest came from Germany, and he de- 
clared that not only was there less liberty 
of speech in New York than in Germany, 
but that the people were not more free 
in America than in Russia. 

Several other Socialists, who were ap- | 
plauded vociferously by the men at the| 
back of the hall, abused everything in| 
this country. 

One Socialist delegate asked if any of 
the people thought that William R. 
Hearst was the coming man, and a voice 
shouted: “I hope so! ”’ 

The non-Socialists then got a chance. 
Delegate Reid of the Electrical Workers’ 
Union was the first speaker. 

“The Socialists have never done any- 
thing but talk,’’ he said. ‘‘ Socialism has 
existed as long as Christianity, and it has 
done nothing. Every time a man {ts dis- 
satisfied or has a dispute with his wife he 
becomes a Socialist. The Socialists are 
abusing everybody except themselves, and 
according to them every man is a crook 
or a faker who ts not a Socialist. I am in 
favor of the platform.” 

Delegate Loewy of the Cigar Packers’ 
Union stated that he had been a Socialist 


sympathizer for three years. Tremen- 
dous applause came from the Socialists. 

‘ But,” he continued, “I have ceased to | 
be a Socialist,’ Shouts of laughter from 
the non-Socialists followed, and then 
ga declared that he was in favor of 
the platform. 

Loewy spoke in favor of William R. 
Hearst and the Independent League, 

More speeches followed by Socialists and 
non-Socialists, Before the platform was 
finally adopted the delegates got very 
personal, and some of them very nearly 
came to blows.

FEW WET SPOTS IN IN JERSEY. 


Biue Laws Enforced in South Orange— 
No ice Cream or Cigars.

By 
night any one could pass in and out with- 
Out question, and last evening some sa- 
loon keepers went so far ag to deal out 
beer in cans to be taken home. 

In all the gardens beer and whisky were 
sold more or less under cover and by va- 
rious names. 

In Newark the law was strictly en- 
forced. Some saloon keepers sold soft 
drinks and sandwiches and wera not mo- 
lested. The Newark cigar manufacturers 
have organized to fight the law. Their 
trade has been badly hurt by cutting off 
sales of cigars in saloons on Sunday. The

MAYOR ANXIOUS TO SAVE 
TAMMANY FROM HEARST 


Is Even Willing to Make Some 
Sacrifices to Murphy. 


INTERMEDIARY AT WORK 


Meantime Independence League Com- | 


mittee Meets This Week to Pre- 
pare a Hurrah for Its Man. 


The meetings here of the State Com- 
mittees of the Independence League and 
the Democratia Party on Tuesdey and 
Wednesday are likely to have a sig- 
nificant bearing on the plans of the 
Democrats in the State this Fall. Mr. 
Hearst’s committee will arrange for the 
convention of his léague, to be held about 
Sept. 11. Some 1,600 delegates from the 
local organizations all over the State, 
and not selected by primaries, will attend 
and whoop it up for the league’s candi- 
date. The convention, which may be held 
here tn Carnegie Hall, has no legal sig- 
nificance, however, since the candidates 
on thé ticket must be nominated by peti- 
tion. It is simply intended that the 
hurrah shall help the Hearst boom along. 

The fact that the convention, so called, 
will be held a week before the Demo- 
cratic primaries may have some effect 
in defining Charles F. Murphy's position. 
If there is any certainty that he will de- 
clare for Hearst, or if he has already | 
done so, the hurrah will be worked to the 
Umit in helping him with his primary 
fights, but the belief is growing among! 
those who should know that Mr. Murphy | 
will flop to Hearst only if he cannot 
make the right kind of a deal with Mayor 
McClellan. 

It was learned yesterday that a prom- 
Inent Democrat, who has been a candidate 
for a State office and has been talked of 
for State Chairman, has been working as 
an intermediary between Mr. Murphy and 
the Mayor, it was said, at the suggestion 
of the latter, in an effort to save Tam- 
many Hall from going over to Hearst. 
The Mayor earnestly desires that this 
shall not be, and js willing to make some 
sacrifices to have the organization stand 
out against Hearst's candidacy. 

At the same time there are many on 
the Hearst side who hope and believe that 
Hearat will not take the nomination of 
the Democratic Party, even if he can get 
it. These assert that his chances for suc- 
cess are better on an independent ticket, 
standing squarely for a principle, than 
they would be with the Democratic in- 
dorsement, which would carry with it all 
the things against which the leaguers 
have been fighting In the Democratic 
Party. It is pointed out that with Hearst 
and the Republican nominee squarely 
lined against each other, the issue would 
be between conservative and radical, and 
that a lot of conservative Democrats 
would vote the Republican ticket if they 
could not cast their votes for a consarva- 
tive Democrat. All this would hurt Hearst 
and help the Republicans, while Hearst 
would lose a lot of strength by not stand- 
ing squarely on the Independence League 
platform. 7 

The Democratic State Committee will 
name the time for its State Convention; 
what else it will do is matter of pure 
conjecture. It was said yesterday that 
William J. Conners of Buffalo might be 
made Chairman of Hearst’s committee to 
help him get the Chairmanship of the 
Democratic State Committee. the feeling 
being that if the committee gets out of 
Cord Meyer's control he will resign and 
give the Hearstites a free field.

WARNING OF WATER WASTE. 


Merchants’ Association Favors a Strict 
Inspection and Meters. 


The Merchants’ Association has pub- 
Mshed a book designed to show the exact 
conditions New York may expect in its 
water supply during the next eight or 
ten years, when additional supply will 
be obtained from the Catskills. 

The association fears that the present 
sources of supply for Manhattan and the 
Bronx, which are the Croton and Bronx 
Rivers, and for Brooklyn, which ig the 
Long Island watershed, will not stand 
the drain at the present rate of con- 
sumption. From 275,000,000 to 290,000,- 
000 gallons a day may be safely drawn 
from this supply, but the present dally 
draft exceeds the safe limit by from 


10,000,000 to 25,000,000 gallons. At this 
rate the water in store at present will 
supply the city’s needs for days, but 
in 1014, if the new Catskill supply should 
not be available, the increas comeniane. 
tion at the present rate of. usage would 
exhaust the stored water in 175 days. 

The aesoctation declares it to be im- 
perative that as great a reduotion ag pos- 
sible be immediately made in leakage 
and wastage by instituting a comprehen- 
sive system of house-to-house inspection, 
coupled with examinations of flows in 
the street mains and obtaining the right 
to place meters on the service of domes- 
tic consumers.
